Hopkinsville'a centennial anniver- 
sary this weak paaaed by annotioed, 
says the Kentuckbin. At tbe No- 
vember term of court in 17!*7, the 
seat of justice of tbe newly created 
couuty cf fill 1st 111 was ap]>ointed 
■■on t'le land wliereou ilsrtbulomew 
\'>iiih| iMW luc.-i, he haviug agreed to 
•iivc live arre-i of land for public 
Il iiliiiii J-, timber for building same, 
and half of the spring." Dating 
from this order, Hopkinsville was 
one hundred years old laat Sunday, 
though tbe origiaal plat waa not eob- 
milted to record until September 13, 
1709. The oTiginsI bounds were 
as follows: liegiuniii;; al the 
soiitheatl corner of the Court- 
house, then a straif^ut line to 
the ea->l corner of Iturlliuloinew 
Woo'l 1 huii-c, iiu liidinj^ the houio ; 
tlicuco a straight liue to tbe mouth of 
ibe|pubL<c spring; tben up Little 
river to lie ttftpoK line of John 
Clark'a three ball.aoi«k>U; then a

^oue. Even the public spring is now 
n wullcd up well, and tbe I. C. rail- 
roati i nns over its on^iual site. The 
town uas called Kli/.a'ielh. but 'n 
Ap il .
